Making New Citizens | 


.. THERE IS NOW A STEADY FLOW of people immigrating to Canada 
‘from various parts of Europe, all hopeful of finding a new and better way 
of life in this country. At such a time, it would be well for Canadians to 
give consideration to the many problems which these people must face in 
adjusting themselves to the life here, and to interest. themselves in helping 
athe newcomers to become good citizens of Canada. Attention has been 
given to this matter by the government and by various voluntary agencies, 
but none of these efforts can be entirely successful unless they receive sym- 
pathetic public support. It is now realized that in the past too little inter- 
est was taken in foreign-born residents once they had been admitted to the 
country and consequently they tended to form their own groups, instead of 
assimilating themselves with the rest of the population. "

In the past, many of the first generation of foreign- 
To Be Taught born settlers never become completely familiar with 
the English language, or with all that this countfy 
The Language had to offer in the way of interest and opportunity. 
Efforts will now be made to help newcomers to learn English as quickly as 
possible so that they may be able to mix freely with the people, read our 
newspapers and magazines and be absorbed into the life of the country 
rather than isolated in small national groups. Canada’s Citizenship law, 
which came into effect more than.a year ago was an important step in im- 
pressing new Canadians with the privileges and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship, but there is much that could be done for them in the interval between 
their arrival in this country and the time that they become eligible for citi- 
zenship, through the interest of the people around them.

: H adian Association for Adult Education. Numerous 
Good Citizens . recommendations .were made to the Dominion gov- 
ernment concerning the treatment of newcomers to this country. One of 
these was that there should be a plan for social services for immigrants 
during the period in which they were meeting the residence requirements 
for citizenship. Another subject which was discussed concerned the evil of 
misrepresenting conditions in Canada to those who are about to come here, 
causing them to be disappointed when they arrive. Canada’is a land of 
opportunity and we have need of new citizens who will help to build for the 
future. It is timely that the government and public organizations are giv- 
ing thought to the need, not only of bringing in immigrants, but of encour- 
aging them to become good citizens and to learn to fully understand our 
way of life. It is an effort which should be supported by all who have oc- 
casion to come in contact with newcomers to Canada.

Cow Owned By Rockwood 
Holsteins Of St. Norbert 
Establishes New High 
For Butterfat Production 


Amulree Baroness Pietje, a pure- 
bred Holstein cow owned by Rock- 
wood Holsteins, St. Norbert, Man., 
has just established a Canadian re- 
cord for butterfat production for two 
consecutive yearly tests on three 
times-a-day milking. Starting ‘on 
test as an eight year old she produc- 
ed-in 365 days 1,098 pounds fat from 
26,070 pounds milk, average test 4.21 
per cent. butterfat and now has just 
finished her next yearly test with 
1,259 pounds fat from 32,080 pounds 
milk (3.92 per cent, butterfat) for a 
two lactation total of 2,357 pounds 
fat from 58,150 pounds milk. Not 
only is this the largest two lactation 
butterfat record ever made by a 
Canadian Holstein on three time-a- 
day milking but it stands second re- 
gardless. of times milked daily hav- 
ing been beaten only by the total. of 
2,357 pounds fat. from 58,150 pounds 
milk made ‘on four times-a-day milk- 
ing in 1922 and 1923 y DeKol Plus 
Segis Dixie, owned by Hon. D. Ray- 
mond, Vaudreiuil, Que. 

The only Holstein in the world 
ever to surpass on three times-a-day 
milking the. latest yearly record of 
1,259 pounds fat made by Baroness, 
was Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Ab- 
bekerk who in 1941 established her 
world championship record of 1,263 
pounds fat from 29,208 pounds of 
milk at Mount Victoria Farms, Hud- 
son Heights, Que. Canada thus has 
the honor.of having the two top Hol- 
stein’ cows of. the world on three 
times-a-day milking. It will be noted 
that the butterfat record of Baroness 
is just five pounds below that of the 
champion. Her milk record stands 
fourth. in Canada.

On the LifeSpan of Weed Seeds 


Many weed seeds, as farmers 
know too well, can remain alive in 
the soil for years. In the literature 
there are many accurate records of 
weed seeds that have lain in the 
soil for decades, still dormant byt 
capable of gérmination. 

Buried Seed Tests—In Michigan, 
in 1879, Beal buried in the soil 
several bottles of each of a number 
of different kinds of. weed seeds, 
Each bottle contained a mixture 
of weed seeds and sand. At intervals 
of five years one bottle of each kitid 
of seed was.dug up and germination 
tests were made with the .seeds 
Seeds of Black Mustard were still 
germinable, even after 50 years in 
the soil. After a burial period of 
40 years, sceds of several other weeds 
including Common Plantain, Purs- 
lane, Pigweed, Curled Dock, Chick- 
weed, and Ragweed were still ‘alive: 
These results, and those-of several. : 
other reliable buried seed tests, show 


‘that the seeds of many persistent 


weeds retain their ability to germ- 
inate for long periods in the soil. Tt 
is impossible, of course, to control ~ 
such weeds merely by plowing ‘the 
seeds under, for the weeds will out- 
live any practical crop rotation. < 
Weed. Control. — Remarkable 
progress has been made in recent 
years in the control of weeds by 
chemical means. Line Elevators 
Farm Service’ believes that, prairie 
farmers are among those who stand 
to benefit greatly by the proper use 
of 2,4-D and other new weed- 
killing chemicals, 
chemicals are not going to provide 
the complete answer to all our weed 
problems. The fact that the seeds 
of many weeds remain in the--soil 
‘for long periods in a dormant viable 
condition means that our prairie 
soily are always well stocked with 
weed seeds. This fact alone dictates 
that, for many years to come, good 
cultural and other sound farm prac- 
tices will remain the chief method 
of eradicating some of Western Can- 
ada’s most persistent and dangerotis - 
weeds. ~
